SALARY NO LURE TO HAYS 


Supervision of Moving Pictures 


Would Be Big Service to 


People of Country 


By Davide Lawrence 


(Copyright, 1922. by Post Pub. Co.) 
Washington—Will 
Hays probably 


will resign as postmaster general and 
accept the offer to become an ad- 
viser extraordinary to the moving 
picture industry . . . a sort of "Judge 
Landis" for the film business. 


Those friends with whom Mr. Hays 


has discussed the matter say he is 
persuaded by the fascinating oppor- 
tunities of the new position rather 
than its $150,000 a year, for when he 
was considering the position in the 
cabinet it was admitted that his earn- 
ing power in the law business was at 
least Uiat figure. 


Mr. Hays' inclination toward the 


new job is based therefore on his be- 
lief that ho can render a big service, 
possibly even greater than in the re- 
organization of the mails. The post- 
office department is after all a big 
business institution with set ways and 
regulations more or less determined 
by ' congress. 
The chance for indi- 


vidual work is hardly as great as in 
an entirely" new enterprise like the 
supervision of the moving pictures of 
the nation. 
And Mr. Hays loves 


novelty and organizing tasks. When 
he leaves the postal service it will be 
because the new position offers even 
more congenial work than he has had. 


KNOWS PUBLIC VIEW 


Mr. Hays is a deacon in the Pres- 


byterian church. He knows what the 
right thinking folks of the country 
believe ought to be the limits on the 
^screen. The moving picture leaders 
themselves know it. What they fear 
is that without regulation some of 
their' own-number, may overstep the 
fcoulids of propriety 
and here and 


therefjinvoliuitarlly start the-machin- 
ery of censorship. What they want 
of Will Hays is to take hold of the 
whole thing and regulate the movie 
producers as well as- handle the pub- 
lic relations of the industry. Mr. Hays 
would be expected to deal with legis- 
latures and 
legislative 
committees 


everywhere and present the 
better 


side of the moving picture business. 


And when Mr. Hays resigns, who 


shall take his place in the cabinet? 
The first man who comes to mind is 
Senator Harry New of Indiana. He 
could have had a 
cabinet 
portfolio 


when Mr.. Harding vftCs in Florida but 
he declined 
then 
as 
he probably 


would now» 
Mr. New is fitted for 


postmaster 
general because 
he if 


thoroughly trained in national politics 
and is himself an organizer of cxperi 
cnce, having once been 
republicar 


national chairman. But it is an oper 
secret that he has no intention of 
entering the cabinet and will continue 
his fight for 
reelection in Indiana 


next fall. 
President Harding thinks 


a. great deal of Hurry New and un- 
doubtedly would pick him at once for 
postmaster general if Mr. New would 
consent. 
On the other 
hand, Mr. 


Harding is not at all anxious to make 
it easier for former Senator Bever 
idge to come back from Indiana to 
the national capital. So in more ways 
than one the president has shown his 
interest in Senator New's candidacy 
and plans to show it even more defi- 
nitely later on. That would seem to 
dispose of the rumor that Harry New 
would succeed Will Hays.

and gun, it is necessary to find somo 
game bird whose habit of life is such 
that wo can repopulate those districts 
where native birds have disappeared, 
in order that future generations may 
enjoy some of the privileges which 
we. of the present and the past, have 
enjoyed. 
I had heard from various 
sources 


of a bird which had been liberated in 
Waukesha county, 
and 
from 
the 


mengre reports that I had of said 
bird. I concluded to carry on a little 
investigation of my own with respect 
to it. and having received an invita- 
tion to go to the home of Attorney 
James T. Drought of Milwaukee, who 
was at that time living- in his summer 
home at Oconomowoc, I gladly ac- 
cepted the same, and went to Ocono- 
mowoc Sept. 6. 1921. The next morn- 
ing, being- the opening of tho season 
for Hungarian partridge, we left at 
daylisrht to be jointed by Judge New- 
on Evans and several of his friends, 
or a day's sport. 


HOW THEY STARTED 


Before I so any further, I will say 
lus, that I was informed that the in- 
rodvction of the Hungarian partridge 
s tho work of Colonel Gustavo 
•abst, who has some farms near the 


city of Oconomowoc, and that he 
wrought in several varieties of pheas- 
ants and partridges, and that 
the 


Hungarian partridge adapted itself so 
well to the conditions of Waukesha 
Bounty, and propagated so rapidly 
hat they were liberated by Colonel 
"•abst, and from that liberation, which 
has been for but a. very few years, 
hey have spread out to the surround- 
ng counties so that the last legsi'a- 
ure of Wisconsin felt that they could 
lave a, short open season for Jeffer- 
ion and Wauke'sha counties, without 
material injury to the birds. 
We started hunting too early in the 


morning: we were a little too ambi- 
ious.

for those sections of the country in 
which natural covering, such as is 
used by our native same birds, has 
disappeared.

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DOUBLE-CROSSING THE SOLDIERS 


Unless^public opinion is aroused, the 


ex-service men who fought in the world 
war are likely to get the short end of the 
proposed bonus, or more properly stated, 
adjusted compensation. From, what seems 
to be largely a mercenary standpoint, 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States has taken a position against the 
soldiers. It is engaged in taking a ref- 
erendum of chambers of commerce in 
cities throughout the United States, prob- 
ably with the hope if not the purpose 
that the vote will sustain the position it 
lias taken. This referendum will repre- 
sent -the view of the business interests of 
the country, particularly those business 
interests which are active in public affairs 
and in politics. If they unite to oppose 
the adjusted .compensation proposal, it 
will be that much harder for a reluctant 
congress to get up enough backbone to au- 
thorize the necessary appropriations. 


The ex-service men should lose no time 


and no effort to get their case before 
these business organizations, not with the 
idea of appealing for their assistance or 
of urging the bonus upon them, but mere- 
ly to give them a correct understanding 
of the attitude of the men themselves and 
of the plan that is to go before congress. 
There is more or less false conception 
regarding the real provisions of the pro- 
posejWaw, many believing it to be mere- 
ly 'a scheme to pay a large cash sum to 
the beneficiaries. The alternative bene- 
fits, iand the probability that they will be 
largely taken advantage of, such, as land 
grants, educational training, «'tc., are not 
as thoroughly understood by the public 
as they should be. 


Finally, there is a movement in con- 


gress to doublecross 'the soldiers by pay- 
ing the bonus "out of the interest on the 
foreign obligations to this country." It 
is said the-rplan was evolved by Senator 
Lodge, Senator "Watson and others, and 
it has been formally recommended to the 
president. These politicians know that 
this is merely a subterfuge to get out of 
paying the bonus, at least for a long time 
to come. But the political phase of the fail- 
ure to provide for the soldiers is com- 
mencing to worry them. 
In a few 


months the administration will have to go 
before the country in the congressional 
elections, and if no bonus legislation has 
been enacted it is certain to go hard with 
many congressmen up for re-election. 


Mr. Lodge and his henchmen also know 


that the suggestion they have made to the 
president lamounts to a deception, and 
that it is wholly unfair to the ex-service 
men. Not one of the allied nations in- 
debted to the United States has as yet 
paid a dollar of interest and only one is 
likely to pay any interest for years. 
If. 


therefore, the bonus is to be paid out of 
the interest on foreign obligations due 
this country, there will be no bonus. The 
president's good common sense doubtless 
will lead him to reject this scheme, but it 
will at the same time do no harm for ex- 
service men to digest its full significance 
and to take such steps as may be practical 
to oppose it and compel congress to face 
the issuev squarely.

There is quite- as much reason to expect 
that navigation of the air will be possi- 
ble by electrical control from the ground, 
as that vessels may be similarly- operated 
at sea. 
"Wirelessly operated airplanes 


may in future years'swarm the air, car- 
rying mail, express, passengers and 
freight. They may even get their power 
by wireless. "We are on the threshold of 
an age of almost supernatural wonders. 
The whole tendency of civilization, includ- 
ing the w-ays of doing things, seem to be 
about to be transformed by- the magicians 
of science.

orable prices? The casual answer is that 
unemployment has left the inhabitants of 
the cities and towns, who are the consum- 
ers of farm products, without money with 
which to buy what the farmer grows. 
But the answer leads to another question, 
which is.«why are so many persons out of 
work? Because, of course, factories are 
not running. It is not, primarily, the 
purchasing power of the people that stim- 
ulates business and also benefits the farm- 
er with a vigorous demand for his prod- 
ucts. Prosperity-is measured by the pur- 
chasing power of the nation. 


The initial and large purchasing pow- 


er is represented by the investment of 
capital in construction of all kinds. 
Construction is the source of buying pow- 
er, as it consumes products of the forest 
and the "mine, and sets foundries, mills 
and factories in motion. 


Capital through investment in materi- 


als, supplies and machinery, and disburse-, 
mcnt in wages, is the head of modern in- 
dustry. 
The interdependence of capital, 


labor, agriculture and transportation is 
obvious. 
All prosper or buffer together. 


Neither can thrive, or even survive, with- 
out the assistance of the others.

SPECTACULAR FIRST AID 


A village manager of a nearby place sends me 


this interesting letter: 
"I wasvmuch interested in your recent article on 


'first Aid for Asphyxiation,' and noted partlcularly 
your statement that the most competent authorities 
assure us that the Schafcr method (prone pressure 
manual method) of artificial respiration is .more re- 
liable than pulmotor equipment. 
"The village of 
has endeavored to keep 
a pulmotor outfit in .condition for emergency ser- 
vice during tho past five years, but our experience 
has shown it to be very difficult to prevent the ap- 
paratus from getting out of adjustment. 
It has 


been my personal opinion for some time that such 
a condition involved considerable danger, and have 
felt it desirable to discontinue the use of the pulmo- 
tor entirely. I have hesitated to do so, because I 
had thought that authorities advised its use. 
"The principal purpose of this letter is to request 


you to furnish us with a reference to the authorities 
who advise against dependence on pulmotor equip- 
ment, so that we may inform ourselves fully on this 
point, and can back up our recommendation to the 
village council. 
"VILLAGE MANAGER." 


I am blessed or cursed, I am not sure, with an 


inborn antipathy for filing systems and such like 
machinery. Cursed, in this instance, for at the 
moment I can't put my hand on the original refer- 
ence, which consisted of a report madfe by a British 
commission after an exhaustive investigation of the 
various methods and expedients of resuscitation 
some 10 years ago. The report favored the Schafer 
mefhod-—-which every man, woman, boy or girl 
knows or should know how to apply—as the most 
efficient we had at that time. 
Prof. Yandell Henderson of Yale, who has con- 


ducted special studies of asphyxiation and resusci- 
tation for the United States bureau of mines, re- 
cently said in a discussion, replying to a question 
about the lung motor, tho pulmotor and other ap- 
paratus: "The standpoint which seems to me to be 
justified now by eight years of experience, since the 
first commission investigated the matter, is that 
even if we had an ideally perfect apparatus for 
giving artificial respiration, it would still be better 
to discourage, and even to forbid the manufacture, 
sale, use and introduction of such apparatus, be- 
cause it leads to delay, and thus to more deaths— 
deaths which could and should be restorations. If 
a man is drowned to the point at which he has 
stopped breathing, and his heart is beating only 
feebly, or if a man has gotten hold of a live wire 
and his respiration has stopped, you have only two 
or three minutes within which life can be restored. 
Now, 
it is impossible for us all to go around with 


a lung motor or any other apparatus strapped to 
our backs all the time; hence an often fatal delay. 
Laboratory experience shows that for most cases 
the manual method is actually better. Dr. Meltzer 
(S. J. Meltzer of the Rockefeller Institute foi- Medi- 
cal Research, New York, N. Y.) was strongly of the 
opinion, and I think he was justified, that mechan- 
ical apparatus very often injures the lungs seri- 
ously. On the other hand* the manual or Schafer 
method has a large number of clear cut recoveries 
to its credit. The supremely important point, as 
experience shows, is that you cannot have people 
prepared to give the manual method and'you can- 
not introduce routine training, if they know that 
when they telephone for a lung motor or pulmotor 
it will come . I am more and more strongly of the 
opinion thatHhe introduction of apparatus actually 
increases fatalities." 
There's enough "authority," in my judgment. Dr. 


Yandell Henderson's opinion outweighs anything 
that has been said in behalf of the respiration ma- 
chines. I hope the manager of the village of
